Simanshkyta letters 
thinking that basic decisions might be made on the work hers In Saudi 
Avabla, To date nothing has been decided and if no decisions are 
fortheoning within the next threa days, we shall be leaving within a 
month, Sines the firet of the year I have had no control over nor more 
then indivect responsibliliy for the water development program, I have 
expected to be able te carry on and early do some field work Jn vonnec» 
tion with the proposed core drilling for your spate breakers 


Now you have received the maps and probably need the geology to ga 
ahead with design, ‘There seems no likelihood of aay fleld work » cers 
tainly not witil fall ~ so in the masntime T can give you gone prelim 
inary information. 


We have studied the aerial photographs here, together with a aulte 
of vock specimens collected in 1951 along the south side of Wadd Ginans 
Myst I would say that there is nothing in our evidence to condern offe 
hand elther site, neither the upper site at the incised elbow (of 
capture (?) ) nor the site 63 kilometers dowmstrean. Of the two, the 
lower is probably somewhat safer as it is farther from the canter of the 
rift aystem of Faults, yet the only active fault line seems to be at 
Wagra, 1g Idlometers east of the upper site. ‘The upper site is on quarte 
glide yooks, somevnat sheared, striking parallel to the axis of the pro- 
posed dam and dipping steeply downstream, Hoth a short distance upstrean 
and dowmetrean there are fineograined basalt a diabase dikes, a swarm 
which cuts both the pre-Cambrian granite and mylonite upstrean and the 
‘Miceene ‘shale at the lower site, The dikes are called 'graoustene't in 
Burninghen's report and appear also within the belt of quartaltie rocks, 
‘the Miocene rosks have been contactewotamorphosed and silicifled wtil 
they resemble novaculite. I would consider then safe foundations in the 
vleinity of the dlabase or basalt dikes.
